A COLLESE OF SURGEONS, 


The Dill respecting profession of 
medicine and surgery was further con- 
sidered in cunamittee of the whole, Dr.

It organizes the members 
of the medical fraternity into a body cor- 
porate under the name of ‘the College of 
Physicians aud Surgeons of the Northwest 
Territories,"’ which sball bave perpetual 
succession, a common seal, and power to 
acquire, hold and dispose of property and 
real estate, and to sue and be sued.
